the government. Mr. Rhodes utterances 
are no more than the opinion of any pri- 
vate individual, and receives no serious 
attention beyond that. 
Throughout 


Mexico the press and public are sincerely 
friendly to the United States." 


The ambassador's attention was called 


to the statement of Correo Espanol, pub- 
lished in the City of Mexico, in reference 
to American depravity in Cuba. 


"That is a Spanish paper." he said, 


"and the views expressed are merely 
those of the Spanish element. Un Jer oui 
liberal laws giving freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press, considerable 
latitude Is allowed in editorial discus- 
Bion, Just as it Is under the enlightened 
laws of the United States.

Wife of Roland Mollneui I*«ne* a 


Statement to the I'ublic. 


rrew TOTK, March 25.—Mrs. Blanche C. 


Molineux, wife of the man who is under 
Indictment for the murder of Mrs. 
Adams, last night sent out the following 
written statement: 


"Since the terrible tragedy culminating 


Ih the death of Mrs. Adams, and through- 
out the inexpressibly painful scenes that 
have followed, I have felt It to be my 
duty to bear in silence the cruel attacks 
that have been made upon me in the 
newspapers. I have made no answer to 
these attacks, nor have I made any ef- 
fort to set myself right before the world, 
under the advice of the counsel for my 
husband, who has been subjected to this 
unfounded and infamous charge, and 
whose interests are, of course, next to my 
heart. 


"But the statements in the newspapers 


of today, charging me by implication 
with having visited a hotel in Jersey City 
with Mr. Barnet, are so grossly and 
atrociously false that I feel, in justice 
to myself, my husband and my friends 
hat I should make some statement. 
"I may say in beginning that the cruel 


slander uttered by the district attorney 
n his address to the coroner's jury is, I 
believe, largely responsible for the sub- 
sequent attacks upon me. His official 
position gave his statements a weight 
that they did not de&erve. The public 
has been slow to believe that a sworn 
public officer could, without a shadow of 
proof, villify and slander the reputation 
of a woman. But this was done by the 
district attorney and I have suffered in 
Consequence. 


"On the occasion to which the district 


attorney referred in making his slander- 
ous accusations against me I was on a 
yachting trip, chaperoned by my mar- 
ried Eistgr, and the testimony before the 
coroner failed to show a single instance 
of impropriety or indiscretion on my 
part, as indeed there was no such in- 
stance. 


"During the lifetime of my parents I 


lived with them, as I testified before the 
coroner, and all my other places of resi- | 
dence were also testified to by m«. Much 
of the time I lived v 'th my married sis- 
ters, and always visited them amd was 
Visited by them. There has never been 
any mystery about my life or move- 
ments, nor has there been anything in 
my life different from that of any other 
§elf-respecting woman. 


"M> acquaintance with Barnet was 


through the Introduction of Mr. Moll- 
neux, and my associations with him were 
merely those o-f friendship, I was never 
in Jersey City in my life, except in pars- 
ing through to take a train.

FOR THE STUDY OF BOTANY. 


VOTWHeat to UitablUh a Botanical 


$}atiom la Porto Rte«. 


The United States,ia planning to es- 


tablish a botanical station io Porto 
Rico. Efforts are being made now tp 
have the headquarters for scientists of 
this country in the newly acquired is- 
land of the United States. Application 
has been made to the department of ag- 
ricaltnre, ar»d the matter is under ad- 
visement in Washington. 


The movement for a national biolog- 


ical station in the tropics waa star leu 
several years ago by leading scientists 
in America. It assumed tangible form 
more than a year ago, when a.commit- 
tee waa appointed to select a suitable 
location and to enlist the leading men 
of science in the country to support it. 
This committee announced its decision 
in favor of Jamaica, but the war with 
Spain came on before anything was 
done to establish the station. Since the 
United States has come into the posses- 
sion of. Porto Rico this island baa been 
regarded as a suitable location for a sci- 
entific station. 


Investigation has shown that the con- 


ditions are as favorable there as in Ja- 
maica. As a consequence the committee 
of scientists has proposed the establish- 
ment of a station for research and in- 
vestigation on the .island. A petition 
has been sent to the department of ag- 
riculture asking government aid for the 
enterprise. It is proposed to osf;nhii?h a 
plant similar to the Bnitenzorg station 
Bustained by the German government 
in Java. It will be a place where Amer- 
ican scientists can go for observation 
and study of the fauna and flora of the 
tropics. -Some of the moat valuable sci- 
entific discoveries in recent years have 
been the reenlt of work done at the 
Bnitenzorg station. 


Dr. J. M. Coulter, professor of botany 


in the University of Chicago, who was 
chairman of the committee to locate the 
station, said of the matter the other 
day: "The department of agriculture 
has a mi. Q on the island now examining 
its flora with a view to advancing the 
commercial interests of the United 
States- Upon his return we shall ask 
the department to consider the advisa- 
bility of establishing a station for scien- 
tific research on the island. The island 
would be suitable for our purposes. The 
conditions are right for studying tropic- 
al plant life. "—Chicago Times-Herald.

report of John Hyde, •tattoticiaa of th* 
department ot agriculture, on th« num- 
ber and value of fwm antmaJa, will 
shortly be ready for distribution. It will 
show an increase in the number of siheep 
and milch cows and a decrease In th« 
number of horse*, mule*. swLne and neat 
cattle other than milch cows, with a gen- 
eral increase In value. A deortaa* ot 
295.604 in the number of horses (• accom- 
panied by «n increase of f32.712.406 in 
total value, the average value per head 
increasing from $34.26 to 137.40. Similar- 
ly a decrease of 1,269.972 in th« number ot 
neat cattle other than milch cows is ac- 
companied by an increase of $25,634.50] 
in total value, the averas* value per head 
increasing from J20.92 to 122.79. In t!h« 
case of milch cowa there is an increase 
of 149,229 in number, of $39,420,099 in total 
values, of 12.21 in average value p&r head, 
and in that of sh«ep an increase of 1,457,- 
493 in number, of $14,976,397 in total value, 
*nd of 29 cents in average value per head. 
Mules show a decrease io number of 
56.069 and in total* value of $146,255. Tha 
average value per head, however, is 
$1.08 
higher than last year. In swine 


there is a decrease in number of 1,108,362 
and In value of $4,241,666. 


In nearly aJl tihe great 
agricultural 


states of ths centra,! Mississippi valley 
there is a decrease in average value per 
head, but throughout almost the entire 
south aa well as in most of the eastern 
states and on the Pacific coast there is an 
increase in average value, the net result 
being an average differing only 1 cent 
per head from th* average of last year. 
The total value of faxm animals is con- 
servatively estimated at $1,907,010,407, an 
increase of $108,355,482, or 5.74 percent, 
during the past year.

Wood to convey an estate bo the Law- 
rence home for aged people; to raisf 'he 
salary of the justice of th« district court 
of central Berkshire; to authorize South- 
bridge to maintain a system of sewerage; 
for tabulation of statistics of parent na- 
tivity in Boston. 


The senate reconsidered its rejection 


of a bill to authorize the Manufacturer** 
Trust company to remove Us principal 
place of business from HoJyoke to Bos- 
ton. It was then tabled. 


A bill to require steamship companies 


with boats sailing from Boston to keep 
duplicate passenger lists was rejected. 


A bill substituted for'an adverse report 


to exempt registrars of voters from ac- 
fions for dropping names from the vot- 
ing list where they have acted in good 
faith was refused a third reading. 


The legislative committee on liquor 


laws voted to report leave to with- 
draw on the petition and bill for a po- 
lice commission in the town of Hull.

Boston, March 25.—Fel!x P. Canfield, 


machinist and inventor, 70 years old, shot 
and killed his wife, Grace D. Canfleld, 
39 years old, In front of their home, 60 
Waverly street, Brighton, about 8:30 
o'clock last night, an-d then calmly 
awaited arrest by Patrolman Woodman, 
who heard the shots and rushe-d to the 
scene of ths homicide. Insane jealousy 
IB ascribed as the cause. 


The chief witness against Canfleld is 


his daughter, Ellie T., 12 years old, who 
was in the house at the time, and de- 
scribed the shooting to the police. 


Mr. and Mrs. CanfieJd hajja son ailso, 


Samuel H. Canfield, 19 years old, who, 
though he was not at home w'hen the 
sheeting occurred, told the police that 
his father had been acting queerly for 
some time, and the young man seemed 
not very much surprised at what had 
oecmred. 


About 8:30 th« entire neighborhood in 


which the Canflelds lived was startled 
by three revolver shots, and. everybody 
turned out to learn the cause. A score 
or more soon gathered round the home 
of Patrick Powers, and thea learned the 
first details of the shooting from S. A. 
Mintzer and Edward G. Davis, who with 
Policeman Woodman were among tho 


i first to arrive, and carried the lifeless 
{ 'body of Mrs. Canfield 
into 
Patrick 


Powers' house, where later It was taken 
in charge by Undertaker Sullivan, 


Officer Woodman had been patroUing 


Lincoln street several rods away, when 
he heard the shots. He rushed up 
Waverly street, and one of the first ob- 
jects that met his gaze was that of old 
man Canfield calmly leaning over the 
gate in front of his home g-azing appar- 
ently into vacancy, his features livid amd 
expressionless, his left foot resting easily 
upon the lower g-ate rail, and his whole 
bearing that of one lost in moody re- 
flection. 


Instinctively the officer decided the old 


man had something to do with the re- 
volver shots, and an instant's observa- 
tion of the surroundings convinced him 
he was right. 


Across tUe street in the yard of Patrick 


Powers' home there were excited figures. 
Mr. Powers1 was bending over the fallen 
form of the dead woman. She had been 
shot twioe in the back as she fled from 
her own home, and dropped, dying almost 
instantly where the officer first saw her. 


Officer Woodman upon learning- briefly 


the details of the situation asrain S.T-,- 
proached Canfield, who was still stand- 
ing at the gateway of his home, and ar- 
rested him. 


"What have I done! Oh, what have 1 


done?" cried the old man, in a voice of 
anguish, as the officer placed a hand upon 
his Shoulder. That was his only utter- 
ance from the time of his arrest. Other 
policemen soon arrived and the gray- 
haired prisoner was taken to station 14 


Then the little girl of t'he family was 


fought out and, sobbing as if her little 
heart would break, sfte told the story of 
the Shooting. 


Her brother had gron« out early in the 


evening, she said, and she and her mother 
and father were in the dining room, when 
the old man arose from the table at 
which he was sitting and went over to 
the mantel, on which there was a clock, 
which he proceeded to wind up. 


The mother was walking across the 


room toward the kitchen door, when sud- 
denly Canfield turned and drew out a 
leather case from his pocket and from 
which he extracted a revolver. 


Mrs. 
Canfieid, according to the child's 


story, remonstrated gently with her hus.- 
band against the sight of the weapon, but 
Bad scarcely time to say more than a 
•word or two ere it was aimed at her and 
•he fled out to the hallway, thence to 
the front door, and opening it dashed 
Into the yard. 


Canfield pursued her hastily, and the 


next the ahild heard was a shot, followed 
by a scream, and then a second and a 
third shot, after which all was a blank. 


The little girl had fainted. She re- 


covered, ibowever, before the officers ar 
rlvefc, and rushed out and over to Mr 
Powers' house to find her mother dea< 
and surrounded by a score or more o 
neighbors. 


Canfleld'c son, Homer, was a couple o 


blocks from home when the shooting oe 
curred, but soon heard of it. and rushec 
over to the house- He became almos 
frantic with grief. After regaining hi- 
DompoSure somewhat he told the polio1 
that hlis father had been acting queer!} 
of late, and that although he had not ex- 
pected a tragedy such as this he felt that 
ferlous trouble might come if conditions 
remained aa they had been. 


Several of the Canflelds' neighborsM-erf 


seen, a.nd they, one asd all, spoke most 
highly of the principals in the tragedy 
Some of Wiam had noticed, they paM. 
that Mr. Canfleld seemed somewhat more 
dejected than usual, and apparently ill, 
of late, but this they ascribed merely to 
declining years, and none of them, all de- 
clared, had any thought of his being in- 
sane, although they had heard Iiu was 
peculiarly j«*lnue «' his

FIGS FROM THISTLES. 


Great Value of the Russian Weed 


In the West

Menace to Agriculture—Now It Has 
Been Found Valuable For Feeding; 
Stock and Also For Use a* FveWA, 
Stock R.<U»er'« Opialon. 


The Nebraska agricultural depart- 


ment is in receipt of some interesting 
data relating to the nse of the Russian 
thistle in Nebraska as food for all lines 
of stock and as fuel for heating pur- 
poses. Thousands of tons of this ex- 
traordinary plant are consumed annu- 
ally in Nebraska for those purposes. 
According to the information the de- 
partment has secured, the Eussian this- 
tle, which a few years ago was consid- 
ered a dangerous menace to the agricul- 
tural interests of the entire Missouri 
valley, has proved to he one of the best 
grazing plants known to this section. 
For the last two years farmers' organ- 


! izations have been experimenting with 
the plant, but the progress of the ex- 
periments have not been fully reported 
nntil now, when there is no longer any 
doubt as to the utility of the weed. 


Five years ago the Enssiati thistle 


first made its appearance in South Da- 
kota, and scientists declared that the 
agricultural prosperity of the whole 
country was threatened by the weed. 


, The stock range was soon alive with 


_ the new growth, and the whole state 


became a vast seed bed for the thistle. 


1 There was much genuine alarm among 
etockmen and farmers. The fall winda 
| carried the seeds to the four parts of the 


i coir pass, and the extraordinary vitality 


j of the plant was evidenced by vast beds 


i of thistles appearing in spots so barren 
' as to refuse to yield other forms of veg- 
' etation. 
The rapidity with which the 


i growth overspread the whole country 


j between the Missouri river and 
the 


i mountains caused many students of ag- 
' riculture and stock raising to declare 
' that thia vast domain would again re- 


j vert to the wild things of the prairie. 
| 
The department of agriculture at 


I Washington sent out men to investigate 
the situation, and many government 
bulletins were issued on tbis, "the great- 
est of evils to agriculture." A quota- 
tion from the agricultural department 
report of 1893 reads, "There is no doubt 
that the plant will spread throughout 


i the whole great plains and still farther 


I east, destroying a large portion of the 


i wheat producing region of the United 


i States." 


j 
In spite of this prediction of awful 


calamity from the highest sources of 
agricultural Ik information, this same 
Eussian thistle is filling a long felt 
want in northwestern Nebraska. The 
thistle in a dry state very much resem- 
bles alfalfa, and the eiperi°nce of farm- 
ers and stockmen is that it is more 
sought by stock than is any other wild 
bay. As fuel, the thistle is not to be de- 
spised. Two bales of thistles are de- 
clared to equal a cord of wood in point 
of beat, and four bales equal a ton of 
coal. The cost of the weed is nothing, 
as it can be secured by tons in any draw 
on the prairie, where it has been tum- 
bled by the winds. The manner in 
which the weed is used as fuel is novel, 
but successful 


A vessel of heavy sheet iron, formed 


like the old fashioned wash boiler, is 
nsed for the two eyed cooking stove. The 
thistle is thrown into this and tramped 
down as hard as possible. Then the ves- 
sel is inverted over the stove in which 
it is to be consumed. The absence of air 


' in the vessel prevents the flames from 
extending tco rapidly in that direction, 
and the fuel drops gradually into the 
body of the stove as the fire burns its 
way into the mass. A vessel full of the 
weed will heat a large room for several 
hours to a very comfortable tempera- 
ture. 


Louis. F. Cummins ia one of the lar- 


gest farmers and stock raisers in Nebras- 
ka. His ranch and farm are near Rush- 
ville, Neb. He is president of the grange 
of his district In a speech before the 
organization a few days ago he said: 


"My first use of the thistle was last 


winter, when I fed it alike to horses 
and cattle. Though at first a little shy, 
tfiey soon learned to eat it with avidity. 
I found that cattle of all ages, includ- 
ing the young can! just beginning to eat 
bay, will eat the thistle and grow fat 
on the weed. During the present winter 
my horses and cattle have fed mainly 
on thistles gathered from my own place, 
which I started as fodder early in the 
fall The stock even fed to advantage 
on thistles as they stood in the field, 
but I believe that much of the nutri- 
tious element of the weed is lost by 


I leaving it in1 the weather. When in 


( February the stock could no longer feed 


, on the thistles in the field because of

WOMEN AND CLOTH BUYING. 


T\"ith every woman interested in 


furbishing up her spring wardrobe, no 
more timely topic could have been se- 
lected yesterday for the joint meet- 
in? of the New Yoik Household Eco- 
nomic; Assciation anil the domestic 
science department of the Brooklyn 
Institute than "Fibres and Fabrics: 
Oonecting 
Thsm 
with 
Dress and 


Healthful Conditions." 


The meeting was held in the rooms 


of the Household Economic Associa- 
tion, Mrs. J. K. Dunn, flrst vice presi- 
dent of the association, as well! as a 
member of the institute, occupying the 
chair. The speaker oi the afternoon, 
who was quite able to speak as "one 
having authority]," was Mrs. S. S. 
Woolmon of Teachers' college 


"In answering the old question, 


'Wherewithal shall we be clothed?' " 
said Mrs. Woolman, "It is women who 
are injuring the market, not the man- 
ufacturers. 
The trouble comes from 


a variety of causes; first, in not un- 
derstanding the fibre itself. A woman 
desires to appear as well as she can, 
frequently better than she can afford. 
She wishes a certain material, and 
says she must have it at such a rate. 
In order to give her what she asks, 
cheaper chemical dyes must be used 
and various adulterations must be re- 
sorted to. 


"Another way in which we women 


injure the market," she continued, "is 
m the feeling that in the better class 
of materials foreign goods are to be 
preferied to the domestic. This is not 
so ot necessity; we can make the best 
goods ourselves. But if a. woman will 
go to the shops and insist on hiaving 
foreign goods for the first-class, it 
forces 
American 
manufecturers to 


make the cheaper goods. We do not 
•want to injure our manufacturers. 
The effect of adulteratm is already 
becoming noticeable, but we are to 
blame for calling for cheap goods. 
If you think you are getting a good 
silk for 50 cents a yard, you will find 
it almost all cotton. There is no silk 
obtainable at that price but the Jap- 
anese. Others, however well they may 
look, have been treated." 


Mis. Woolman snowed a number of 


cocoons with specimens of raw and 
manufactured silks. "For beauty, dur- 
ability and warmth," she said, "a silk 
is a good thing to purchase. As for its 
cost, if it is pure and has been through 
the requisite number of processes to 
make it what it should be, it is wotth 
more than its weight in silver." 


Among the many adulterations used 


now in the manufacture of silk to give 
in the required gloss, "scroop" (thecrisp 
rustle) and body, Mrs. Woolman men- 
tioned the use of the rough floss silk 
for the woof, which made it soon waar 
shiny; an artificial silk made of cel- 
lulose and treated with chemicals; the 
Introduction of Sea Island cotton, which 
looks almost the same as silk, but will 
not wear as long; the use of mercer- 
ized cotton, which gives transparent 
effect ,and is excellent as cotton, but 
not as silk. Pressing is also sesorted to 
in some brands nf silk, which increases 
the weight at the sacrifice of strength. 


"It is sometimes said," 
remarked 


Mrs. Woolman, "that there is not one 
place in New York city where perfectly 
pure silk is sold; but we hope this is 
an exaggeration." 


The tests given by the lecturer for 


determination what one is buying in 
silk were, first, the microscope. Pure 
silk should give the appearance of 
fine, smooth tubea Second, by burning. 
Pure silks burn slowly, with a slight 
odor, 
cotton 
flares 
up 
quickly 


and 
wool 
has 
a 
decided 


odor. Again, taste. If a silk has been 
weighted with metalic salts, it can 
be tasted. Lastly, and most certain, 
the price. If a silk is 50 cents a. yard, 
you know enough about it. Avoid 
craekly, stiff silk, with heavy cords, at 
inexpensive prices. 
'

OYSTER ROLL. 


Cut a round piece out of the top of a 


well-baked loaf of bread about an inch 
thick, remove the inside of the loaf, leav- 
ing crust an '.nch thick; then make a rich 
oyster stew and put a little of it in the 
cavity in the loaf, then a layer of bread 
crumbs, then oysters, then of stew and 
then of crumbs and keep on until the 
loaf is full; put the round piece of bread 
back in its place, and glaze the loaf over 
with the beaten yolk of an egg, bake in a 
hot oven for a few minutes. Serve very 
hot 


PORK PUDDING. 


Chop one cup of salt pork fine, add two 


cups of sugar, two cups of sweet milk, 
two cups of chopped raisins, one tea- 
spoonful each of cloves, cinnamon and 
nutmeg, one teaspoonful of saleratui 
sifted into these and one-half cup of 
flour. Steara three hours and serve with 
lemon sauce. 


ORANGE JELLY. 


Cut a hole in the top of as many oranges 


as you intend serving people at dinner. 
With a spoon remove carefully all pulp 
of the orange, taking care not to break 
the skin. Then use the juice in prepar- 
ing some gelatine, sweeten to taste, and 
after the gelatine gets cpol and a little 
Stiff pour into the orange shells which 
you have prepared; set in a cold place to 
harden. Just before serving, cut the 
orange skin in quarters half way down 
and separate a little to show the gela- 
tine. This makes a pretty desert. 


RICE FRITTERS. 


One cup of cold boiled rice, one pint of 


flour, Into which has been sifted two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one of salt, 
add two eggs beaten well, enough milk 
to make a thick batter. Fry like griddle 
cakes. Serve with maple syrup. 


HOMINY MUFFINS. 


Upon two tablespookfuls of fine hom- 


iny pour a cupful of boiling water, sim- 
mer for 15 minutes, add a cupful of Indian 
meal stirred in slowly, and then add a 
cup and a half of boiling milk. When 
this mixture has got nearly cold stir two 
beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
one of sugar, a teaspoonful each of salt 
and baking powder. Bake for 15 min- 
utes in heated gem pans. 


MOLASSES CAKE. 


Beat one cup of sugar and one cup of 


butter to a cream, add three-quarters of 
a cup of molasses, two eggrs beaten light, 
one cup of milk with one teaspconful of 
soda dissolved in it, four cups of flour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of cream 
tartar. Mix all thoroughly together and 
add one cupful of currants washed, dried 
and dredged with flour, one cupful of 
raisins also dredged with flour, two tea- 
Bpoonf uls of ground cinnamon and one of 
ground cloves, enough for two loaves. 
. ELSIE'S CAKE. 


Beat the yolks and whites of four eggs 


separately, cream together one and a 
half cups of white sugar and one-half 
cup of butter, add one cup of milk, add 
three cups of flour, into which has been 
sifted three times, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. Add any flavoring de- 
sired. Then after baked and; cooled 
frost with white of an egg mixed with 
pulverized sugar and place halves of 
English walnuts on top about an inch 
apart. .

Grate the rind lightly from the oranges, 


put it in a poifGlain-lined saucepan \vith 
one pound of sugar and one cupful oi 
water. Boil ten minutes, stri-in, aud adJ 
the juice oi' one lemon. I'eel hair-dozen 
oranges, remove all of the white pith and 
divide in carpels. With a toothpick care- 
fully remove the pips, doing this in ?uch 
a way as to break the skin as little as 
possible. Draw the saucepan to the side 
of the fire, whore the contents will bare- 
ly simmer, and lay in as many of the 
carpels as possible. Without placing them 
one on top of the other.

hot one-half cup of butter; beat two 
eggs very light ancl add them when the 
rice has parti} cooled.

lay several oysters, dusting them with 
salt and pepper. Sprinkle with but- 
tered crumbs, lay a few bits of butter 
over the top of each shell, and brown in 
a quick oven.

MACARONI. 


Break one-quarter of a pound of maca- 


roni in three-inch lengths and put into 
three pints of boiling salted water. Boil 
twenty minutes, or until soft. Drain in 
a colander and pour cold water through 
it to cleanse ft and keep it from stick- 
Ing. Now cut into inch pieces. Put into 
a shallow baking dish and cover with a 
white sauce made with one cup and a 
half of hot milk, one tatolespoonful of 
butter, and one level tablespoonful of 
corn starcn. and hc.lf a teaspoonful of 
salt, mix two-thirds of a cup of fine 
cracker ciumbs wlih rne-third of a cup 
of melted butter and sprinkle over the 
top. Bake until the crumbs are brown. 
If cheese lie liked with it use half a cup 
of grated cr;- cheese. 


CHICKEN SOUTHERN WAY. 


Have a spider fall of bop'ng fat (part 


butter nnd pirt lard), cut up a nice, ten- 
der chicken, salt, pepper and dust with 
flour; lay in piece? in the hot fat, cover 
and cook slowly until a golden brown. If 
gravy is desired, when the chicken is 
removed from the spider, pour in a cup 
of milk thickened with a little flour. 
Chicken should never be parboiled before 
frying:, as it takes all the sweet nutriment 
out of the meat. 


LEMON PIE WITH RAISINS. 


Take three good sized lemons and roll 


until soft, squeeze the juice out in a 
dish, picking out the seeds, and chop the 
ppel very fine. Seed and chop a cupful 
of laisms. and rr.'-x all together with one 
and one-half cups molasses; stir well and 
add a. little flour and water. Do not hurry 
the baking or it will run out. This makes 
two pies. Ba'-ce with two crusts.

Scoop I If I were asked to give a defini- 


tion of the word, I'd call it an evanes- 
cent, vanishing, ephemeral nothing.— 
Toledo Blade. 


There are several kinds of scoops. I 


have one in my coal shed. To me it ap- 
pears as big as a dredge dipper. -I han- 
dle it twice a day, and the way it cuts 
into my coal pile is a caution. My coal 
man also has a scoop. It's exactly like 
the one I use, bnt it seems 'to me to 
have about the capacity of a small 
souvenir teaspoon. I presume this is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the coal 
'dealer's scoop brings coal to me at so 
much per short ton, while my scoop 
shovels coal ont «t so much per 3,000 
pound ton. 


There are other scoops. The partic- 


ular sort about which I intend to write 
• few lines concerns the newspaper 
business. You've heard of these scoops 
bo donbt. A newspaper scoop is not 
used to shovel into coffers the pennies 
paid over th0 counting room desk by 
newsboys. Newspaper scoops are not 
utensils. 


To be brief, a scoop is a scoop. Any 


newspaper ^man knows that. To go into 
detail, a scoop is a news item that yon 
get in your paper which does not find 
its way into a competing paper. For 
instance, if some other paper says 
John Smith is dead, and he is not 
dead, that is net a scoop, even if it 
doesn't get into The Blade. But if The 
Blade says John Smith is dead, and 
he is dead, and The Bee does not print 
that news item, then it is a scoop. 


Just ask the fellows on any of the pa- 


pers what a scoop isn't. They can tell 
you. It is far easier to get scooped than 
to get a scoop, but it is better to be the 
•cooper than the scooped. 


Just the other day I was sent out to 


get a scoop. The city editor informed 
me that he was going to make a first 
page, double leaded story out of that 
scoop. Perhaps yon do not understand 
that 
Well, be me/int that be was go- 


ing to pnt that story on the first page 
and- pot leads between the slugs. May- 
be you do not understand it yet 
He 


meant that he was going to have the 
story, or news item, printed on the first 
page of tha paper, and he was going 
to have the lines appear far apart, so 
that the article would strike the eye. 


I went after that scoop. When you've 


got a scoop in tow, yon must go around 
with rubber shoes on your feet and your 
finger over your mouth in a sort of 
"Hist I" fashion. After you lasso your 
ecoop yon must hurry it back to the 
office and get it in the paper. Then 
when the paper is printed look on the 
first page for it You'll find it standing 
out like a factory chimney on a cottage. 
Carl your lips in a satisfied manner, 
pnt yonr hands in your pockets and 
stroll ont into the street as if yon had 
• corner on the rolling hoop market 


Just buy a copy of the afternoon con- 


temporary to see how badly you beat 
them — and you'll find the elusive scoop 
on the first page of that sheet, double 
leaded and in the northeast corner. 


Tbst's the way with scoops. You'll 


get after them, and you'll land them, 
bnt yon are sure to find them in the 
other paper. No matter hew yon figure 
it, somebody else will have it 


Even if you do get a scoop, yonr con- 


temporary will not acknowledge it 
Supposing, now just supposing, yon get 
an exclusive story of a big thing. The 
next time you meet one of the dubs 
that grind ont copy on a competing 
sheet you'll twit him about it 


"Scoop I Ho, I should say not I" he'll 


••take answer to you. "Why, we had 


• tbat snugly stored in an out of the way 
oorner. It was not worth playing np. " 


Tbat is one way be will get back at 


yon. He'll make that reply if the ecoop 
happened to be a live one. Be knows 
yonr time Is- too vslnable to go looking 
over bis sheet to ascertain if he is pre- 
varicating—only tbat isn't the word 
newspaper men use.

General Miles said: "I am gratified to 


return once more to the scenes where I 
spent the happiest hours of my life, for 
they bring back pleasant recollections 
and sacred memories. I appreciate the 
reception of my fellow citizens and the 
cordial greetings of relatives and friends. 
Going back to the scenes* of my youth I 
recall an incident that occurred many 
years ago while attending a place of 
worship in this city, at a time when our 
country was enveloped by dark and 
threatening clouds of impending war. 
It was after long years of prosperous 
peace, at a time when there was a gen- 
era,! feeling of alarm, and anxious fore- 
bodings took possession of the people of 
our land. Doubt, uncertainty and al- 
most aesnair filled the hearts of the 
i 


strongest citizens as to the future of our ' 
country. It was a time, when, in. every 
sphere of life, all men proclaimed and en- 
couraged patriotic sentiments by every 
possible agency. On that occasion, as I 
recall it. at the close of the services, were 
read the beautiful lines r nd the whole 
congregation joined in singing our na- 
tional an'them: 'My Country 'Tis of 
Thee.'

"I well remember these sentiments; 


how impressively they tnstilledlnto the 
hearts of all a feling of confidence and 
of devotion to the 'best Interests of our 
beloved republic.

So spoke William 
Thomas Jaggers, the British messenger 
who was sent to New York by Richard 
Harding Davis to beat out the Ameri- 
can mails in the delivery of four mes- 
sages to the friends and relatives of Mr. 
Davis. 
He delivered his epistles 13 


honrs ahead of the postoffice time and 
is now on his way home. 


Accompanied by several representa- 


tives of the American District Messen- 
ger company, Jaggera visited the Ca- 
sino, Koster & Bial'a and Keith's the 
other night. At each theater the party 
occupied a proscenium box. Jaggers 
was asked for his impressions of Amer- 
ica, just as all Englishmen have been 
asked. 
He complied by writing the 


story to snit his own fancy. "The hin- 
terview mykes such fun of ine,'' said 
he, "that I had rather'write it my- 
self." Herewith the youngster's etory 
appears put into correct English: 


I shan't take np rnnch of yonr time 


in telling yon how I feel toward Amer- 
ica, for, bless ine, it can all be said in 
a very few words. First of all, I am 
greatly pleased with the conntry, and I 
like the people more than I do the place. 
When Mr. Davis called me np in Lon- 
don and asked if I conld rnn over to 
Chicago. Philadelphia and New York 
for him' to take a few notes to his 
friends.awd relatives, he told me some 
things that he thongbt I onght to know. 
Bnt, my sonl, it's all different—and 
better, no fear. 


The moment Handed at quarantine I 


was taken in charge by Mr. Walter Con- 
uors, an American district1 messenger 
sent down to meet me by Mr. M. W. 
Bayeus, superintendent of New York's 
great service. I was properly treated 
and put on the correct tram to get to 
the train to Chicago. The minnte I got 
in the passenger coach after crossing 
the river I found that railway travel in 
America was mnch more comfortable 
than in England. Everybody offered to 
shake my hand, and Iwaeqn'iten follow 
everywhere. There is nothing in Eng- 
land liko your American trains. It's a 
jolly way to travel. And what is more, 
wherever I delivered a message for Mr. 
Davis I got big tips, and many happy 
gayings were spoken to mo. In Chicago 
and Philadelphia the chaps made me 
feel tit home, and tipon returning to 
New York Mr. Rayens himself took me 
aightseeing and jaunting. He's a merry 
fellow and said he conld not give me a 
royal welcome, because when an Amer- 
ican meuenger went over to England 
ten years ago he was arrested for inter- 
taring with the •mails. So be said it 
would be better to gira n»an American 
welcome and keep me out of quad. 


He took me up to Pach's photograph 


gallery, and I met Senator Channcey M. 
Depew. I complimented bim on bis 
election to tbe senate, and be offered me 
bis hand. It near]y took mj breath 


away. For in England one of the np- 


, pers, with bia income, never takes the 
! trouble to cbat with a messenger boy 
! for pastime. It was awful strange for a 


i moment; but, no fear, I got over it. 


"I'll see you, my boy, in London when 
I come over," he said to me, langhing. 
Why, there isn't a man in all England 
with his station tbat would talk eo hap- 
pily with the working people. He must 
be voted a regular good" chap over here. 
I shan't miss a chance to pay him my 


' respects when he crosses to the other 
side. 


What a happy, strong lot of men and 


women you have here in America. They 
all seem so happy. In London there are 
many pale faces on the street. ' You gee 
them everywhere. Not so here. I could 
not help bnt wonder -what made the 
Americans so healthy and big. Yon 
have many husky chaps around about. 
I like the American people, and I would 
like to live here if I could get my par- 
ents to come over. Bnt father has an 
oil store in London and likes tbe place. 
Of course I only make a shilling a day 
in London, but it is a good deal more 
there than it would be here.

,TO VACCINATE PORTO RICO. 


Chief Snrffeon HcfTs Measure*' to 


Prevent (Ue Spread of Smallpox. 
Owing to tbe prevalence of smallpox 


in Porto Rico General Henry, com- 
mander of the department, has taken 
steps to prevent an epidemic of the dis- 
ease, and Colon*) John V. Hoff, chief 
surgeon of the deportment, has prepar- 
ed pla»s for the vaccination of the en- 
tire population of the island. Colonel 
Hoff has mado a report to the surgeon 
general of the army, teiiing in detail 
bow this work is to .be carried on. He 
says: 


"I established a vaccine station at 


Coamo nndei .the direction of Major 
Ames, who has with bini 8 contract 
surgeons, 10 assistant hospital stew- 
ards, 88 privates of the hospital corps 
and a complete outfit to produce tha 
vitas from the animals in the most sci- 
entific manner. The production of virus 
here is a line qna non, for we g«t no 


results-trom imported virus, thousand! 
of points of which ba*e been sent here 
and used without result. The place se- 
lected abounds in fine cattle, which we 
get for the purpose practically for the 
asking. Many hundreds of cattle h»va 


i already been subjected to tbe tubercular 
\ test and have been inoculated, and we 


hope to begin charging the points soon. 
It is estimated the output will be at 


i least 3,000 points per diem. 
' 
"I have divided the island into five 


vaccination division under a director 
for each. He organizes his division into 
subdivisions, chiefly on the lines of tb« 
municipal districts, and further divide! 
them on lines of police precincts and, s« 
far as possible, employs the pbysiciani 
resident therein for the actual vaccina- 
tion work. Based on an output of 10,- 
000 points daily, we will send to each 
director each day 2,000 points, which ij 
is his duty to see get into the arms ol 
that number of pecple." 


Colonel Hoff estimates the cost of th« 


work, exclusive of the salaries of th< 
directors, inspectors and employees, 
who are paid from the military funds, 
at abont $25:fiOO, to be paid from th( 
revenues of the island He remarks is 
conclusion that there have been aboui 
500 cases of smallpox on the island dur- 
ing the last two months, but it is full] 
expected that it will be under completi 
control.—New York Sun.

Council Committee Hearing Results in 


Genera! Discussion of Unions and 


Some Persanal 
Remarks. 


Apology Demanded of 


Councilman. 


The 
city 
council 
committee 


on 
printing, 
consisting 
of Coun- 


cilmen 
Perry, 
Craswell 
and 
Mc- 


Donald, gave a public hearing in the 
council room last night on the subject 
of the resolution offered by the typo- 
graphical union that the union label be 
required on all city printing. The ques- 
tion was one that interested all union 
men, 
and was of far wider applica- 


tion than their one business, and the 
union workmen of the city 
took a 


lively interest in it. 


There was a large attendance, nearly 


every employing 
publisher, 
many 


printers and a large number of other 
union men, being present. 


Not for a long time has such a lively 


hearing been held in the city govern- 
ment. The debate grew exceedingly 
personal in some places, and Chair- 
man Perry at one time demanded of 
Councilman Broderick, who was among 
the spectators and became one of the 
speakers, an apology for an offen- 
sive remark he made to t'he chair. 


The discussion Involved a general re- 


view of the relation of unions to em- 
ployers, and of the methods of the 
typographical 
union. It is probable 


that the committee will ask 
the 


opinion of the city solicitor on the 
matter before reporting to the council. 


In Favor of the Ordinance. 


Chairman Perry opened the meeting 


by stating that the committee wished 
to hear the arguments on both sides, 
and that each side would be requested 
to state its position, after which there 
would be an opportunity for the an-( 
swering of any arguments that might 
be advanced, 


D. J. Finnegan presented the case of 


the typographical union in favor of the 
resolution. 


He first spoke of the fact that the 


union recognized that skilled 
labor 


working under favorable conditions 
could produce better work than any 
•other sort of labor conditions. The 
union label of the t]*pographical union 
he said, represents such labor and such 
conditions. It is the guarantee that the 
work which bears it was done under 
favorable conditions by qualified work- 
men. 


He quoted other cities which have 


adopted a similar measure to the one 
before the committee, of which Holy- 
oke is one of the most recent. 


He quoted a legal opinion given in 


Kansas, in which the judge ruled that 
such a measure was not class legis- 
lation, inasmuch as it offered 
open 


competition and called for 
nothing 


which every employing printer could 
not secure. Any office could secure the 
union label and thus comply with the 
act. Mr. Finnegan closed by presenting 
the request of the typographical union 
that the committee report favorably on 
the resolution, 


Mr. Perry A«h« Onestlon* 


Mr. Finnegan's presentation of the 


case was followed by a number of 
questions from Mr. Perry, tending to 
show the exact position of 1he unions 
in regard to the union label, theowner- 
ship of the latter, and the terms on 
which it is allowed to printing offices. 
He said he knew little about the label, 
and asked who owned and controlled 
it 


Mr. Finnegan replied that the label 


was owned and controlled by the in- 
ternational 
typographical union. It 


was secured 
by local unions, and 


loaned to the offices entitled to use it. 


"On what conditions is it loaned to 


the printing offices?" asked Mr. Perry. 


"It is loaned to those offices that 


comply with the rules of the union," 
said Mr. Finnegan, and stated in brief 
the union rules as including the ques- 
tions of wages, hours of labor and ap- 
prentices. 


Mr. Perry—"Can any office desiring 


to do so use the label, or is the grant- 
ing of it a matter to be arbitrarily de- 
cided by the officers of the union?" 


Mr. Finnegan—"All offices that agree 


to union rules and sign the union scale 
are entitled to its use." 


Mr. Perry—"Can an office which is 


not a union office use the label?" 


Mr. Finnegan—"No, they cannot use 
it- 


Mr. Perry—"If an open offlce applies 


for the label, is it granted?" 


Mr. 
Finnegan—"No 
the 
local 


union does not recognize open offices." 


Mr. Perry—Suppose the local union 


should .object to a certain printing 
office which was a union office; could 
the union officers refuse to allow it 
the use of the label?" 


Mr. Finnegan—"No, the union, can- 


not refuse it under those circum- 
stances." 


At this point W. R. Sanford asked 


Mr. Finnegan to read again the legal 
decision he had quoted, which was 
done. The opening argument of the 
union was closed with the question by 
T. J. Crowley as to whether the com-, 
mlttee had secured any legal opinion 
on the matter, Mr. Perry replied that 
the committee had not asked for any, 
but that Such opinion might be asked 
for from "the city solicitor, 
as 
to 


whether there was anything in the city 
charter or statutes to prevent the 
adoption of the ordinance. 


The Oppoaltlon Opened. 


William R. Sanford led the argument 


for the opposition, saying that in so 
doing he was not opposing the union, 
but representing the publishers of the 
city. 


He said in beginning that he be- 


lieved the passing of such an ordi- 
nance, and even a favorable report 
by the committee would be opposed to 
the spirit and letter of the charter and 
unconstitutional. He qupted section 14 
of the charter, which says that "neither 
the city council nor any member or 
committee thereof shall directly or in- 
directly take part In the employment 
of labor, the making of contracts ,the 
purchase of supplies, etc." 


This, he said, Intended to secure hon- 


est and disinterested action. He did not 
question the honesty of the committee, 
but said it could not be disinterested, 
Intwnueh at one of its 
members 


was a printer and president of 
the 


typographies) union prtMattn* the 
resolution. 


He 
quoted 
l«ffal 
opinion* 
from 


niinels and California to show that 
such mcfcium were not constitutional. 


He said that an argument in favor of 


the resolution had be»n that It was 


•imply in accterdanc* with present 
conditions In the city. "But," he said, 
"it might be possible that one or two 
offices in the city might within a few 
weeks or a few months find it neces- 
sary to change' the conditions and not 
remain union offices. In this case they 
would be thereafter debarred from bid- 
ding on cfty printing. If the'council 
adopts this ordinance it arbitrarily en- 
forces the union label on all offices in 
the city." 


Mr. Sanford asked why with equal 


propriety any man, a mason for in- 
stance, might not demand that all city 
printing bear the emblem of his order, 
or why the council might not vote to 
require the three links of the Odd Fel- 
lows, or the emblem of the Hibernian 
badge. 


He closed by saying that the only 


thing for the committee was to secure 
the opinion of the city solicitor m the 
matter. 


The Two Sides Clavh. 


Mr. Finnegan immediately rose and 


asked Mr. Sanford if he would inter- 
pret again the section 14 to which he 
had referred, as opinions on what it 
meant evidently differed. He referred 
to the provision of section 2 which 
plainly said that the executive and 
legislative functions of the city gov- 
ernment should not be conflicting. This 
committee, he said, had nothing to do 
with the making of contracts, which 
was purely the right of the executive 
part of the government 


Mr. Perry warned the fepeakers that 


the committee was there simply to 
hear both sides state their positrons, 
and not to answer questions or hear 
disputes. 


Mr. Sanford replied in defense that if 


section 14 meant anything it meant 
that no members with a personal in- 
terest in any matter should take part 
in its decision. 


Power* of the Union. 


O. C. Gardner Introduced the ques- 


tion of the powers of the union in rela- 
tion to printing offices ,and the- re- 
lations of the union to employers. "As 
I understand the union label," he said, 
"the union decides which offices are 
allowed to use !t Any union man may 
start a printing office and secure the 
use of the label, while any other man 
in order to secure its use must em- 
ploy at least one union man. The union 
can disfranchise any office as far as 
the label is concerned with or without 
cause." 


Mr. Perry—"Can the 
union take 


away the use of the label from union 
offices?' 


Mr. Gardner—"Yes, as I understand 
it- 


Mr. Finnegan—Mr. Gardner knows 


that statement to be untrue." 


Mr. Gardner—The union can at least 


do this without a vote ot the union." 


P. H. McMahon—"That can never be 


done without the authority pf the 
union." 


Mr. Perry—"Does the union have a 


right to take away the label from a 
union office?" 


Mr. McMahon—"Not unless the office 


has violated its agreement." 


Mr. Gardner—It has been done in this 


city. What was the reason of that? 


Mr. McMahon replied that while Mr, 


Gardner probably knew the case, it 
•vas in order to say that he, Mr. Mc- 
Mahon, was the one -who took away 
the union label from Mr. Gardner's 
office, and that it was done with the 
authority of the union because Mr. 
Gardner had employed a non-union 
foreman. This was greeted with 
a 


stprm of applause, which Mr. Perry 
rebuked. 


Mr. Perry called the disputants to 


time by saying that the question be- 
fore the committee was in regard to 
the ordinance, and notfin regard to the 
operations of labor '•unions. 


Pleatantries Exchanged. 


Mr. Finnegan explained that in order 


to secure the label an employer not a 
printer must employ; at least one union 
printer, while a union printer who 
started and office an still retained his 
membership 
in 
the 
union 
was 


entitled 
to 
the 
label. 
He 
said 


a 
copy 
of 
the 
rules 
of 
the 


union would be given, the committee, 
and that there was nothing arbitrary 
about its actions. 


Mr. Sanford—"Is Mr. Finnegan in 


earnest in saying that there is nothing 
arbitrary in the union's methods?" 


"I am," said Mr. Finnegan, after 


which there was a. pleasant little ex- 
change of remarka During this pas- 
sage at arms Mr. Sanford said that 
while Mr. Finnegan had instanced a 
number of isolated examples, where 
similar measures had been adopted, 
there were 500 places where it had not 
to every one where it had. Mr. Fin- 
negan replied that in places where the 
measure was not adopted, the unions 
were not as strong as they were here. 
Councilman Broderick Called to Order. 


Councilman Broderick, who had been 


sitting in one of the spectator's seats 
throughout the hearing, rose here and 
a startling passage ensued. » 
-Mr. Broderick started to ask if Mr. 
Gardner understood at the time of the 
trouble that a non-union foreman made 
his office a non-union office. He was 
interrupted by the chairman and Mr. 
Br oderick immediately retorted by 
saying that he asked 
because 
the 


union had not been given a fair oppor- 
tunity to state its full position, as its 
speakers had been interrupted by the 
chair itself, siding with Mr. Sanford 
very plainly. 


Chairman Perry instantly told Mr. 


Broderick to sit down, saying that he 
would not be heard further until he 
apologized to the chair for this attack 
on its honesty. If Mr. Finnegan had 
anj' such complaint to make the chair 
would hear it and apologize. 


There was a little excited discussion 


during which Mr. Broderick insisted 
that he had the rights of a citizen, and 
repeated his question, saying that if 
others were given an opportunity to 
answer questions. Mr. Gardner should 
be allowed to answer his. Chairman 
Perry recognized another speaker and 
Mr. Broderick said "Excuse me," and 
sat down. 


Mr. McDonald, a member of the com- 


mittee, asked here whether Mr. San- 
ford represented all the publishers of 
the city by authority. Mr. Sanford re- 
plied "Yes.—practically all." 


Mr. Perry then said that he was 


sorry that any personal element had 
entered the discussion. He asked Mr. 
Finnegan If he felt that he had been 
treated unfairly by the chair. Mr. Fin- 
negan replied that he did not think so. 


The anestlon of Legality. 


E. E. Byam brought up to empha- 


size it the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the measure, 
which he 


thought was doubtful. There was some 
di» -.ifcIon along this line as regards 
th>» action In other places. , 


Mr. Broderick, brought up again his 


previous 
question, saying that he 


thought he had a right to have it an- 
d'veved. Mr. Perry repeated that any 
former action on the part of the union 
wa<j not in the question, and that per- 
sonal matters were out of place. Mr. 
Broderick asked why he was not ac- 
eerded the same rights that had gone 
to others, and Mr. Perry replied by 
saying that the chair had ruled on the 
matter. To this Mr. Broderick sub- 
mi'tfd. 


Mr. Crowley naked Mr. Sanford 


read again the opinion be bad quoted 
to show that it was not a court 
record. 


Mull City Molleltor Be Aake*. 


Mr. Finnegan asked If Mr. Sanford 


meant to aay that the opinion of the 
city solicitor should be asked before 
the committee reported. Mr. Perry 
answered that it didn't make any dif- 
ference whetaer Mr. Sanford asked it 
cr not the committee was not there 
to receive suggestions. 
It was there 


to hear arguments. 


Mr. Finnegan asked If the committee 


would ask the city solicitor's opinion. 


Mr. Perry replied that it might; that 


it meant to be perfectly fair. 
Mr. 


Finnegan then called Mr. Perry's at- 
tention to the duties of the city soli- 
citor as given in the charter. 


Mr. McMahon said that any action 


on the part of the union could be re- 
ferred to the International officers, 


Mr. Gardner didn't mean to be url- 


derstood as thinking that he had been 
treated unfairly. 


Mr. Crowley wanted another hear- 


ing 
If 
the 
city 
solicitor gave an 


opinion, so that it could be discussed. 
Mr. Perry said this might be possible. 


Mr. Sanford thought ordinary Judg- 


ment was enough to decide the case, 
as the Injustice of the ordinance was 
evident. The question as to why the 
matter had not also been brought be- 
fore the state and nationalgovernments 
was brought up and discussed. 


Mr. Finnegan said all of the gov- 


ernment printers were union men, but 
that the labor movement had not ad- 
vanced as far in Washington as in 
other places. 


This was the last statement of the 


hearing, which then adjourned. 


FARMER'S HORSE RAN AWAY, 


One Went Down Stairs, and the 


Farmer Wanted Damages. 


There was a lively runaway on

PLEASANT OBSERVANCE HELD 


TO BUILD BIG COAL ELEVATOR, 


Co-Operative 
Association's Growing 


Business Demands 
Larger 


Equipment. 


An important new building, because 


it shows an enormous increase in busi- 
ness, will be put up within a very 
short time by the North Adams Co- 
operative association, in the shape of a 
big coal elevator. This will be built 
as soon as spring weather allows, and 
will be completed for use by June 1. 


The elevator will have a capacity of 


about 2,000 tons and will be 36 by 80 
feet 
in 
size 
and 
34 
feet 


high. By it the coal will be taken 
directly from cars into the( elevator, 
and loaded onto the wagons, without 
any shoveling, which will mean a great 
saving in the expense and time of 
handling in delivery. All the work will 
be done by mahinery, either electricity 
or an engine furnishing the power. 


This \vill give the Co-operative asso- 


ciation an equipment equal to any for 
its coal business, which has become 
one of the principal features of the 
association. The growth of this branch 
has been remarkable.. The association 
went Into the coal business only last 
May and since that time has sold 
12,000 tons of coal. Before the even year 
is completed the total sales are ex- 
pected tp reach 14,000 tons, a very high 
figure for any coal dealer. This in- 
cludes not quite 1,000 tons furnished 
the city under contract 


This entire business has been done on 


a cash basis, as is all the business of 
the association. The association now 
has nine horses of its own on coal 
teams, and for some time during the 
cold spell has been obliged to hire ad- 
ditional teams.

C. D. Sanford post, G. A. R., cele- 


brated the 30th anniversary of its 
organization last evening with a re- 
union of t«e post ar-1 its auxiliaries 
that was one of the pleasantest in the 
history of the local veterans.

veterans to some of the national prob- 
lems of the day.

Fuiton took for his subject the future 
of the post, describing it on the oc- 
casion of its 60th anniversary, when 
only two of its members survived, and 
these two were the only living mem- 
bers of the Grand Army in the country- 
It was a very pleasant talk, and was 
followed by H. A. Tower along the 
same lines, describing the last guard 
duty and final relief of these two com- 
rades. Mrs. Burdick, department coun- 
selor of the W. R. C., also spoke. 


There were rcitations by Mrs. I, S. 


Browne, John Mulaney and R. W. II- 
lingworth, and piano solos by Mr. Kit- 
tredge. 


One feature that pleased those pres- 


ent greatly was the rendering of a song 


by 20 members of the relief corps la 
costume, entitled "We are the girls of 
"61." It was written by I. S. Browne. 
and was a very amusing parody on 
the song, "We are the boys of '61" 
sung by the famous Juvenile quartet 
of the post.
